Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

One  seems  invariably  to  preface  the  introduction  of  this  report  with  a 
reminder  that  with  a  small  population  statistics  derived  from  small  numbers 
can  be  very  misleading.  For  instance,  for  every  two  girls  bom  there  were 
three  boys,  whereas  in  a  neighbouring  area  there  is  a  considerable  surplus 
of  girls. 

The  record  of  the  Council  in  the  field  of  environmental  health  is  a  good 
one  and  can  stand  comparison  with  areas  of  considerably  greater  size.  Provision 
of  houses  by  the  Council  when  prices  of  building  were  lower  appear  to  have  been 
sufficient  to  meet  the  most  pressing  needs,  although  some  further  building  of 
bungalows  for  elderly  residents  may  well  be  considered. 

Provision  of  modem  sewage  disposal  continues  steadily,  and  during  the 
year  the  village  of  Cundall  was  making  good  headway,  with  the  possibility  of 
provision  for  Mar ton-1 e-Moor  to  follow  later. 

The  keen  interest  in  all  aspects  of  health  and  welfare  taken  by  the 
Council  is  instanced  by  the  generous  financial  support  given  towards  the  setting 
up  of  a  scheme  for  resuscitation  and  emergency  care  of  road  casualties  which 
occur  only  too  often  on  the  A.l.  trunk  road  passing  through  the  district.

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STATISTICS  AND  DESCRIPTION  OF  THE  AREA 


Description 

The  Rural  District  of  Wath  is  situate  on  the  extreme  South-West  comer  of 
the  North  Riding  of  Yorkshire  and  is  on  the  borders  of  the  West  Riding,  It  lies 
in  the  Yale  of  York  and  is  extremely  flat.  The  area  is  predominantly 
agricultural  in  character,  the  land  being  of  excellent  quality. 

The  area  is  bounded  on  the  East  by  the  River  Swale  and  on  the  West  by  the 
River  Ure,  Neighbouring  authorities  are  the  Ripon  and  Pateley  Bridge  Rural 
District  Council,  Bedale  Rural  District  Council,  Thirsk  Rural  District  Council 
and  Easingwold  Rural  District  Council.

NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES 

Notifications  were  received  of  16  cases  of  measles  and  3  cases  of  whooping 
cough.  Cases  of  whooping  cough  seem  to  have  increased  recently,  occurring  in 
children  immunised.  These  are  thought  to  be  due  to  a  different  strain  of 
organism  and  the  present  vaccines  incorporate  this  strain.  Vaccination  against 
measles  will  be  available  in  1968.

HEALTH  SERVICES  PROVIDED  BY  THE  COUNTY  COUNC I L 


The  Bulmer  Area  is  the  largest  in  population  of  the  ten  areas  into  which  the  North  Riding 
is  divided,  for  the  day  to  day  administration  of  the  Health  Service.  Its  constituent  parts  are 
the  Rural  Districts  of  Easingwold,  Fiaxton,  Thirsk  and  Wath,  and  it  makes  up  the  south  west  corner 
of  the  Riding  with  an  area  of  seme  400  square  miles,  and  a  population  of  64,030.  Immediately  to 
the  north  of  York  this  Is  comparatively  dense,  but  away  from  this  suburban  belt,  the  population  is 
more  or  less  evenly  distributed  in  small  townships  and  villages. 

The  Area  County  Offices  at  Easingwold  are  shared  with  Welfare;  Mental  Health,  Children’s, 
Highways  and  Planning  Departments. 

Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  holds  appointments  with  the  four  district  councils,  and  the 
Health  and  Education  Committees  of  the  County  Council. 

Laboratory  Facilities 

These  are  available  at  the  County  Hospital,  York,  and  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at 
Northallerton. 

Ambulance  Service 

Two  stations  exist  within  the  area,  at  Haxby  and  Thirsk,  and  there  is  co-operation  with 
adjoining  authorities  at  York  and  the  West  Riding.  All  vehicles  are  radio  equipped,  and  in 
addition  to  normal  hospital  and  casualty  work,  a  service  is  provided  for  the  Education  and  Health 
Committees.  A  number  of  General  Practitioners  living  in  the  vicinity  of  the  A1  highway,  which 
passes  through  the  area,  had  become  concerned  with  the  number  of  serious,  often  fatal  accidents 
on  this  road.  They  have,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  County  Council  and  other  authorities, 
devised  a  scheme  whereby  the  nearest  available  doctor  is  called  to  the  scene  of  the  accident  to 
render  whatever  aid  is  appropriate,  and  the  Rural  c ounci Is  of  Thirsk  and  Wath  contributed  financially 
towards  the  expenses  of  providing  necessary  equipment  for  this  worthwhile  scheme  to  become  a  reality. 

Maternity  &  Child  Welfare 

For  the  fourth  year  in  succession,  and  in  spite  of  a  rising  population,  the  number  of  births 
has  fallen.  This  fall  is  almost  entirely  in  domiciliary  births,  the  hospital  confinements  remaining 
at  a  constant  level.  82.5,,  of  the  1,062  births  took  place  in  hospital,  and  there  is  no  reason  to 
doubt  that  this  percentage  will  further  increase,  with  the  almost  complete  disappearance  of  births  at 
home.  255  mothers,  representing  29.,  of  those  confined  in  hospital,  were  discharged  before  the  10th 
day,  to  be  nursed  by  the  domiciliary  midwife.  Many  of  these  were  discharged  after  48  hours  from 
the  maternity  hospital.  A  new  feature  is  the  G.P.  maternity  unit,  now  established  as  a  permanent 
feature  of  the  hospital  service.  These  trends  are  bound  to  lead  eventually  to  a  reappraisal  of  the 
role  of  the  domiciliary  midwife,  and  it  may  well  be  that  the  answer  will  be  an  entry  of  these  nurses 
Into  the  maternity  hospitals  for  a  proportion  of  their  working  time. 

The  County  Council  have  three  purpose-built  clinics,  at  Easingwold,  Thirsk  and  Huntington, 
which  are  becoming  increasingly  used  to  capacity  as  additional  services  are  offered.  Two  further 
clinics  are  proposed,  and  their  provision  will  no  doubt  await  an  improvement  in  the  financial 
circumstances  which  at  the  time  of  writing  are  not  very  auspicious. 

Nursing  Services 

In  the  more  rural  parts  of  the  area,  generalized  duties  nurses  are  employed  undertaking 
midwifery,  home  nursing,  health  visiting  and  school  nursing.  Where  the  population  Is  less  scattered, 
full  time  health  visitors  are  employed,  with  combined  duties  nurses  undertaking  midwifery  and  home 
nursing.  An  arrangement  has  been  tried  with  midwives  doing  all  the  midwifery  in  a  large  area  wi th 
less  qualified  nurses  undertaking  the  general  nursing,  but  difficulties  with  relief  for  the  midwives 
when  off-duty  are  experienced.  It  seems  obvious  that  If  midwifery  is  to  survive  in  the  home,  these 
nurses  will  have  to  be  given  duties  In  hospital  to  keep  experienced  in  this  field.

Vaccination  and  Immunisati on 

Previously  any  procedure  in  this  field  carried  out  by  G.Ps  was  paid  for  by  the  County  Council, 
records,  accounts  etc.,  being  dealt  with  in  area  offices.  A  computer  was  then  used  to  keep  these 

records  centrally,  and  to  deal  with  the  financial  aspect.  No  sooner  had  the  system  started,  when 

payment  to  the  G.Ps  became  the  responsibility  of  the  Executive  Council,  thus  complicating  the  system 
further.  In  spite  of  these  vicissitudes,  children  in  the  area  continue  to  be  well  protected,  as  the 
following  table  shows:

Welfare  Foods 

The  supply  of  government  sponsored  welfare  foods  has  again  declined,  but  in  proportion  to  the 
decline  in  live  births.  For  each  child  born  in  the  year,  5  tins  of  dried  milk,  13  bottles  of  orange 
Juice,  and  slightly  less  than  1  bottle  of  cod  liver  oil  was  supplied.  Proprietary  brands  of  milk  and 
vitamin  supplements  enjoy  a  greater  popularity.

Chiropody 

The  service  employs  two  part  time  chiropodists  and  operates  from  13  centres.  The  organisation 
of  each  centre  as  far  as  appointments  and  working  is  left  to  the  chiropodist  concerned,  who  uses  the  valuable 
services  of  voluntary  helpers  in  clerical  work,  transport,  jond  generally  locking  after  the  old  people  who  are  ver, 
appreciative  of  the  service.  566  patients  received  treatment  during  the  year. 

Care  and  After  Care 

Apparatus  and  nursing  aids  are  available  on  loan  to  patients  on  a  short  term  basis.  Permanent 
provision  of  these  items  becomes  the  duty  of  the  Welfare  or  hospital  service. 

Family  Planning 

Facilities  exist  in  York  for  some  residents  to  attend  sessions  of  The  Family  Planning  Association, 
which  have  also  flourishing  clinics  at  both  Thlrsk  and  Huntington,  in  our  premises. 

Dr.  Kay  Wyon,  who  attends  the  Thlrsk  Clinic  reports: 

"Family  Planning  is  now  a  well  established  part  of  the  N.R.C.C.  clinic  at  Thlrsk.  It  is  open  on  the  first 
and  second  Thursday  evenings  of  every  month,  (7-8  p.m.),  and  on  the  third  and  fourth  Thursday  mornings 
(10  -  11  a.m.),  which  gives  ample  scope  for  women  to  attend,  whether  they  are  housewives,  or  in  some  other  Job. 

"Although  no-one  who  comes  fails  to  see  the  doctor,  we  are  finding  that  more  and  more  are  using  the 
appointment  system,  thus  cutting  down  the  waiting  time  to  a  minimum. 

"Examinations  for  early  diagnosis  of  cancer  of  the  cervix,  and  of  the  breasts,  are  routinely  offered  to, 
and  invariably  welcomed  by,  every  woman  attending. 

"We  have  lf+6  on  the  register  at  the  moment  and  are  glad  to  see  that  responsibility  for  planning  a  family 
is  becoming  accepted  as  the  normal  adult  way  of  attaining  a  happy  marriage. 

"We  are  lucky  to  have  a  small  group  of  reliable  voluntary  helpers  who  seem  to  enjoy  the  work." 

Cervical  Cytology 

Attendance  of  women  for  this  "cancer  test"  have  fallen  off  greatly  since  the  early  burst  of  enthus¬ 
iasm.  A  plan  is  proposed  for  1968  to  ensure  satisfactory  publicity  in  part  of  the  area,  with  the  hope  that 
a  far  larger  proportion  of  women  will  seek  to  have  this  preventive  investigation.  A  number  of  G.Ps  are 
now  offering  this  service  too,  and  in  the  long  term  one  can  foresee  that  when  health  centres  are  established 
and  preventive  and  family  doctor  services  are  fully  integrated,  this  type  of  service  will  be  easier  to 
arrange  and  will  probably  find  more  general  acceptance. 

Nurseries  &  Child  Minders  Regulations  Act,  1948 

There  has  been  a  growth  in  registation  of  premises  under  this  Act.  Day  nurseries  were  largely  a 
wartime  effort  to  secure  the  maximum  female  labour  force  for  the  country.  Later  many  day  nurseries  ’were 
closed,  but  some  were  retained  for  mothers  who  had  through  force  of  circumstances  to  have  children  minded 
whilst  they  went  out  to  work.  The  present  tendency  is  for  groups  of  people  to  get  together  to  form 
•Ploy  Groups'.  At  these  sessions,  usually  in  a  suitable  hall,  young  children  are  enabled  to  mix  together 
under  supervision  and  derive  some  benefit  from  this.  There  are  at  present  ten  registrations  under  this 
Act,  including  three  premises  run  as  well-equipped  nursery  schools.

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  this,  my  first  Annual  Report. 

My  predecessor  followed  the  path  of  many  public  health  inspectors  before 
him  by  leaving  the  Local  Government  Service  to  take  up  an  appointment  as  a 
food  hygiene  officer  with  a  national  food  production  and  marketing  firm.  There 
must  be  few  firms  engaged  in  food  production  on  a  large  scale  today  who  do  not 
employ  their  own  hygiene  advisory  staff,  and  it  is  satisfying  to  know  that  the 
Food  Industry  takes  such  steps  in  an  effort  to  safeguard  the  wholesomeness  of 
their  products.  The  shortage  of  public  health  inspectors  is  accentuated  by  the 
drain  of  these  officers  from  the  Local  Government  Service,  but  their  continued 
work  in  the  field  of  public  health  is  of  undeniable  benefit  to  the  consumer. 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Council  and  staff  for  their  help 
and  co-operation  during  the  year.

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Water  Supplies 


The  statutory  water  undertakers  in  the  area  are  the  Claro  Water  Board  and 
the  Ryedale  Joint  Water  Board. 

Several  commercial  premises  along  the  A.l.  and  many  farms  and  isolated 
dwellings  are  not  connected  to  the  public  supply  hut  have  their  own  borehole 
supply. 

13  samples,  for  bacteriological  examination,  were  taken  from  the  public 
supplies,  all  of  which  were  satisfactory. 

22  samples,  for  bacteriological  examination,  were  taken  from  private 
supplies,  17  of  which  were  satisfactory. 

Sewage  Disposal 

Work  on  the  Cundall-with-Leckby  Mains  Drainage  Scheme  was  commenced  in 
August  and  satisfactory  progress  made  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

A  tender  of  £6,136-10-7d  was  accepted  for  the  enlargement  of  the  Rainton 
Sewage  Disposal  Works,  this  work  being  made  necessary  by  extensive  development 
of  the  Windmill  Cafe  on  the  A.l.,  and  the  proposal  to  discharge  the  drainage 
from  the  cafe  premises  into  the  public  sewer  at  Rainton.  A  contribution  of 
£3,000,  from  the  cafe  proprietors,  towards  the  cost  of  the  scheme  wa s  negotiated. 

Of  15  effluent  samples  taken  from  the  five  3ewage  disposal  works  by  the 
Yorkshire  Ouse  River  Board  only  one,  taken  from  the  Rainton  works,  was 
unsatisfactory.  Subsequent  samples  taken  from  the  Rainton  works  were  all 
satisfactory. 

Villages  which  are  still  to  be  provided  with  adequate  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  facilities  are  Marton-le-Moor,  Hutton  Conyers,  Middleton  Quemhow  and 
Balder sby  St.  James. 

Public  Cleansing 


The  collection  of  household  refuse  is  let  out  to  contract.  Collection  takes 
place  on  a  fortnightly  frequency  with  the  exception  of  48  married  quarters  at 
Dishforth  R.A.F.  Station  which  receive  a  weekly  collection.  The  larger  catering 
establishments  also  receive  a  weekly  collection  of  refuse. 

Disposal  is  by  crude  tipping. 

Food  Hygiene 

There  are  6  general  food  stores,  7  licensed  premises,  2  cafes  and  2  private 
school  canteens  in  the  area.  Minor  infringements  were  rectified  by  informal 
action. 

Ice-Cream 

7  premises  within  the  district  are  licensed  to  sell  ice-cream.  All  obtain 
ice-cream  pre-packed  from  manufacturers  and  store  it  in  modern  deep-freeze 
cabinets  until  sold.  A  number  of  vans  from  outside  the  area  retail  ice-cream. 
There  are  no  manufacturing  premises. 

Meat  &  Poultry  Inspection 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  or  poultry  processing  stations  within  the 
district. 
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Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 


There  are  9  premises  within  the  district  registered  under  the  Act.  All 
premises  received  a  general  inspection  during  the  year. 

Factory  Inspection 

There  are  8  registered  factories  within  the  area  all  of  which  received  a 
general  inspection  during  the  year. 

Rodent  Control 


Many  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year  and  one  major  infestation 
on  private  land  was  found. 

Topcliffe  Fair 


This  annual  event  was  again  well  attended  hy  gipsies  and  travelling  dealers 
of  all  kinds.  Contact  was  established  with  the  "head  gipsy"  and  his  co-operation 
received,  and  as  a  result  latrines  and  refuse  pits  were  dug  and,  to  a  large 
extent,  used.  The  agent  acting  for  the  owners  arranged  for  the  whole  site  to 
be  cleaned  and  limed  within  a  few  days  of  the  end  of  the  horse  fair,  and  also 
restricted  the  stay  of  the  caravans. 

Housing  (Financial-Miscellaneous  Provisions)  Acts  1938-1968 

Ho  applications  for  grant  aid  under  these  provisions  were  received  during 
the  year. 

Private  Housing 

20  private  enterprise  dwellings  were  completed  during  the  year;  this  is 
more  than  the  total  of  the  last  four  years  and  is  a  greater  number  than  for  any 
previous  year. 

As  building  in  urban  areas  reaches  saturation  point  and  sites  become  more 
difficult  to  obtain,  and  as  the  population  becomes  more  commuter-minded,  so  the 
demand  for  residential  development  in  the  villages  becomes  more  apparent.  I 
expect  the  rate  of  private  house  building  in  the  district  to  reach  an  even  higher 
level  in  future  years. 

Improvement  Grants  -  Discretionary 

During  the  year  grants  were  approved  for  the  conversion  of  a  disused  school 
into  a  dwelling  and  for  the  conversion  of  one  house  into  two  self-contained 
flats.  The  total  grant  approved  amounted  to  £555* 

One  improvement  scheme  was  completed  and  the  grant  of  £115  paid  out. 

Improvement  Grants  -  Standard 

During  the  year  standard  grant  in  respect  of  one  dwelling  was  approved. 

The  work  of  providing  standard  amenities  to  three  dwellings  was  completed 
and  the  grants  totalling  £818  paid  out. 

Amenities  in  Houses 

The  following  table  shows  that  out  of  a  total  of  751  houses  in  the  area  52 
(4.2^)  are  lacking  a  water  closet  and  86  (11.4^0  lacking  bathroom 
accommodation.

Unfit  Housing 

Two  houses  were  made  fit  following  the  service  of  statutory  notices. 

Three  houses  were  inspected  and  found  to  he  unfit  for  habitation  and  not 
capable  of  being  made  fit  at  reasonable  cost.  The  statutory  procedure  was 
commenced  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

One  house  inspected  was  found  to  require  repair  work.  Informal  action  was 
taken  and  the  repair  work  was  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

A  statutory  notice  was  served,  and  complied  with,  in  respect  of  a  case  of 
overcrowding. 

Council  Housing 

No  new  houses  or  bungalows  were  built  during  the  year,  but  modernisation 
work  was  completed  to  four  houses,  at  Melmerby  Station,  purchased  from  British 
Rail. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  41  applicants  for  Council  accommodation 
27  of  which  sought  bungalow  accommodation. 

Approximately  ’jfo  of  families  residing  in  private  houses  within  the  Wath 
Rural  District  are  applicants  for  Council  accommodation. 

20  applicants  are  in  tied  accommodation  -  mainly  agricultural  workers  who 
are  due  for  retirement  or  have  ceased  employment  because  of  age  or 
ill-health. 

3  applicants  live  in  lodgings  (no  children  involved). 

1  applicant  lives  in  furnished  rooms. 
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1  applicant  lives  in  a  caravan. 

5  applicants  live  in  substandard  houses. 

2  applicants  live  in  houses  lacking  adequate  bedrooms  (one  of  which  also 
lacks  standard  amenities). 

4  applicants  are  owner/occupiers  (two  of  which  are  disabled  and  seek 
bungalow  accommodation  and  one  who  is  seeking  accommodation  nearer 
his  work). 

3  applicants  are  otherwise  adequately  housed  and  give  no  particular 
reason  for  their  applications. 

2  single  applicants  wish  to  acquire  accommodation  before  arranging 
their  marriages.
